Tueaday night at the regular 
meeting of the city oounoil a peti- 
tion signed by 144 citizena of Ma- 
rion was placed before the body 
for consideration. The petition 
urging the council to in some 
ineasuie provide fur the furniabing 
of a water supply to the residents 
of tlie city. 

The proposition waa then freely 
dieoussed by the mayor and mem- 
beta of the oounoil, and the coun- 
cil decided to bold the matter over 
until the next meeting before pass- 
ing upon the proposition, and in 
the meantime the people will be 
approached for the purpose of at- 
oertaining whether a waterworka 
system owned by a private oopor- 
ation or a system owned by the 
city will be preferable. 

The oounoil haa the power to 
grant a franchise for any number 
of years but cannot ooutraot for a 
system of waterworks for the city 
for any length of time without 
patting the proposition before the 
people for their endorsement or 
rejection. Some favor the city 
issuing bonds and putting in water 
works while other prefer that a 
franobisa be given to a private 
corporation. 

It ia estimated that the cost of a 
syatein of waterworks will be some- 
thing near $20,000. Eighteen hy- 
drants or plugs for the city aud 
two public watering troughs will 
cost the city about $1200 annually. 

The citizenship ia almost unan- 
imously in favor of a ayatem of 
water wurka, and a reasonable pro 
ptjsition will meet a hearty eu- 
dorsemeot.
